Washinoton, Jan. 17. — The select 
cominittt't' uC the hoiir-e to in vfstiv;ate 
the alleged ballot-box cuntruct uiiil the 
Cincinnati forgeriw during tlio recent 
gubernatorial campaign in Ohio, began 
itg geMiona yesterday morning, with Mr. 
Mawm, of IllinoiB, iu tiio cluur. Repre- 
sentative Struble, who is uutferiug from 
the grip, was the only OMmber of the 
conunittee ubsent. 

At the request of a number of those 
inton'stcil I\c|irf rntativt' (Srosvcuor wiia 
culled oi\ to iiiil till; coiJiiiiittee in exam- 
iuin^ \\ It iicsscs. 

It !:iet ins that all of the gentleineu con- 
cerned in tke matterg in handdegina to 
testify. 

Heprcsi iit:!ii\ (> McKitiley.of Ohio. wa.s 
the lirst w itiie.xs. Tiie cliairiiian pre- 
Bcrited a n purl dated "Wasiiiiigton. July 
2, lb«H " (tiie torged ballot-box Huhscrip- 
tion list), and asked if the witness had 
ever seen the paper, and if tlie name 
"William M'.Kinley, Jr.," higned to it, 
was his own signature. Mr. McKinley 
said he saw a paper, similar in appear- 
ance, for tlie lirst time about a month 
ago. KepretientatiTe Butterworth showed 
it to him. The signature was not his 
own. He knew nothing about the mat- 
ter e.xcept what had been in the news- 
napers, and never heard of the ballot- 
box bill until the la-^l cainpiign. 

Judge Justin Harmon, of < 'iiiciimati, 
who was < oiiiisel for Ciovernor ( 'anipbell 
on tin; liallet-lmx forgery ca.se. was 
called ii'-xt. lie was sliown tlie pajK-r 
dated •• \\ a-hiii<:ton, , Inly 2. l.^MS," and 
awlved to tell ail he knew nliout it. Tiie 
witne .^ Ii.id no\ er seen the paper before. 
He said lli.tl .lames K. Murray had called 
on him alter tlie forged pajx-r app-ared 
in a Cincinnati newspaper and said the 
paper was a forgery and had been got 
up in his ollice. He secured three affi- 
davits that day. The next day hd called 
on Murat iiulstead at the ofhce of The 
Commercial Qasette and demanded to 
see the paper. Mr. Halstead said the 
paper waa in the Safe Deposit Com- 
pany's vault, but he produced a photo- 
gnuphic reproduction of it. 
The witne.ss told Mr. Halstead that the 

Xr wan a forgery, and the matter was 
ired to rest for twenty-four hours. 
.Tl«e ne.xt mo. niiii,' Mr. Ilal.tead puh- 
lishetl his n^trai tiwii in The ( '(immcrcial 
(lazette. On the same iin wi liiig hi' re- 
ceis't'd a note t'loiii .Mr. Halstead .stating 
that l.< l,.id l.eeoine eonv need lli.il the 
paper w ius a tbrgtTV aud he honied that 
every effort would oe made to probe the 
affair. 

In answer to a 'piestion from Qen. 
GroBVeiior, Jiid.;e llannon said that as 
the names of those who were implicated 
in the ballot-bo.\ affair never had been 
brought forward he did not care to drag 
them out. At the time the forgerv- was 
discovered he purposely omitted the 
name of all except Qoremor Campbell 
from the alBdRvii which he ahowed to 
Mr. Halgtead. In the interview with 
him Mr. Halstead said he had become 
Busidoious regarding the paper on the 
afternoon of the day the forged paper 
appeared in his journal. He never as- 
certained where Mr. Halatea<l secured 
the forged pu|>fr. The forger, Wood, 
ha<i claniDHl that tha pap<'r wii.s got up 
merely as a scheme t>y wliieli wliat is 
known as the "Topp letter," a document 
that might do damage to the Re|Nlhlican 
cause, could lie traded for it. 

Amor Smith. Jr., collector of customs 
at Cincinnati, said he first saw the |iaper 
at the Hepuhliean state headquarters at 
Columbus, and expressed his opinion at 
the time that the i)aper was not genuine. 
At the i-ei|uest of some of his friends he 
took the letter to Mr. Halstead, wlio 
seemed to think the paper genuine. He 
afterward ascertained tliat Mr. ^dstead 
had seen the paper previously. 

Ex-Oovemor Forakar waa the next 
witness. The forged subscription list 
was shown to him. He said he had no 
uersonal knowliMlge who executed it. 
He asked U.» be allowed to tell his story 
from the iM'ginning. On June .7, 1889. 
tlie morning iifler he was renominated 
for governor of Ohio. Louis .M. Ilailden, 
assistant city bolieitor. called. There 
was some eoin ersation alxjiit -Mr. ( 'ump- 
Ixjli. Mr. iladden said that if .Mr. ('amii- 
bell was nominated he would h;i\e the 
sup|)oit t)t the leading Hepuhlicans of 
the stale. 

The witness asked him who they were, 
and Alaj. Hntterworth's name was men- 
tioned umoiig others. The witness e.x- 

Sreesed .some surprise and Mr. Iladden 
1 explanation said that Mr. Campbell 
was the author of the bill (the ballot-box 
bill) in wh'uh Maj. Butterworth and 
Miij. .McKinley ware interested linaucial- 
ly. Tliere were a numbor of people in 
the room and tlie conversation was hur- 
ried. Mr. Haddon promised to furnish 
him evidence proving Maj. Butter- 
worth'.s connection with the matter. The 
witness produced a letter written to >[r. 
Hadtleii. telling him not to lur_;.-t about 
the evidi 11 e. but no answer ua.s re- 
ceived. He tlio:i<.dit it his duty to I be 
inli'ie.sis lie iepit'aeiited to btcure the 

evidciiee aud maka whatfrer uaeof it he 

Ktiw lit. 

(io\ ernor Foraker produced t. l>'-rain.s 
from V.'iiod asking to be eador .ed for 
hiiioko iii^p rter at (""inciiuiati. These 
were III iiist coiniiumications with 
Woo l. \Vooii called on him on his re- 
turn to Columbus from New ^Or*. He 
had seen Wood but twice before that 
time. He knew nothing at the time de- 
rogotary to Wood's character. Wood 
asked to be endorsed for thepoeition of 
smoke iaepeotor. Q^rvnor Focaker told 
Wm^aibftthdkiiBht U was fitted for 



the place. Then tHe wftnesH asked Wood 
about the alleged ballot box contract. 
Wood manifeeted lome confusion and 
said that there was a contract but that 
Powell Crossley had the papers in his 
posseggion. Wood said there was another 
and far mora ggrioog contract in which 
the same partieg ware implicated. This 
was the steel fan contract, as it had 
come to be known. Wood promised to 
get the papeia from Mr. Cxoasl^y. 

Representattve Outhwaite, of Ohio, 
appeared before the conunittee at this 
gggge of proc^ings, and said that Gov- 
ernor Campb-ill h^ requested that his 
examination take place Jan. 27. This 
was agreed to. and as the hour of noon 
had arrived, and the members of the 
conimitteu were desirous of being in the 
house, an adjoanuBgiit waa takgo for 
tlie day. 

IN A CRITICAL CONDITION. 

Death and Slrkneos 8top* Piilltlcal Legis- 
lation In Ohio. 

CoLCMKUS, O., Jan. 17.— The la grippe 
and pneuniooiH are fast decimating the 

Democ;raf ic raa jority in the legislature, 
and ifa I'liile I.States senator was now to 
be cho-eii it is doiibtlul \\lii<'h party 
woukl sill eet'd. Hon. F. W. Kn;!pp, of 
Defiance, ilied last week, ami .lobti B. 
Ijiwlor. a iepresentati\ e of this county, 
died \ esii I day. Judge Thomas Ash- 
biirn, seti.'itor from tlie Bi<nvn-Clennont 
district, is \ery low at the American 
house, with the chances rather against 
his re<'oveiy, and Henry Brown, the 
Hancock representative, is not expected 
to live, both having the pneumonia, and, 
like the two deceased members, were 
taken first with tiie la grippe. 

Ex-State Treasurer Howells, the Stark- 
Carroll district senator, is on the sick 
Ust, while half a dosen others are com- 
plaining of the influenza, and keep to 
their rooms. All political legislation is 
blocked, and will be until the e]>idemio 
passes awiiy and new elections held. 
The situation is e.\tremely critical, as in 
case of Jiid,'e Aslibiirirs death the lieu- 
tenant gov t'rnorship contest may fall 
Ihrongli, No sneh sieKness was ever bo- 
fore known among Ohio legislators.

A Uvetr OlMrasalaB antf Beveral Totea 

Taken WIthont Any Dt>fliilte ReiiuU. 
The Color Probleni Again Brought Vp 
in the Senate Bat l4kfd OverWIthont 

Action. 

Washinutdn, Jan. 17.— The time of 
the hoasc was almost entirely taken up 
yesterday in disctissing a resolution re- 
ported by Mr. McKInley from the com- 

niitfi e on nil"-. i)roviding for the ap- 
ptiiiitini n, o; a spe<Mal world's fair com- 
initti'e oi I iii i.'en to report within three 
days a plan by which the house can de- 
termine the site of the prop<js(;d fair and 
Bubseiiuently to report a bill providing 
for the fair. 

Mr. Cannon, of lUinois, as the minori- 
ty of the committee on rules, repoAed a 
Bufaetitue ri'solution instructing the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs to report to the 
house a methuif of selecting the locality 
of the world's fair; first, whether the 
fair shall be held east or west of the Al- 
legheny inoiinlaiiis: and. second, the 
selection ol the pla< e for the lorjuion of 
the lair, and alter the location has been 
de( ide<l by the house, that the commit- 
tee r' port a bill providing for a world's 
fair in 1892, at the place selected by the 

house. 

A long di^' iission followed, in which 
a score or more of repn'seritatives took 
part. Mr. Hitt, cliairiiian ot tiie foreign 
affairs committee favored the substitute, 
and said if the house would decide upon 
the site the committee could, wituin 
twenty-four hours, report a plan for the 
fair which would be satisfactory to the 
hotise. 

Mr. Hatch, of Miggouri, favored the 
majority ;«Boluti<«. He said that gen- 
tlemen representing competing cities 
had entered into a compact that a special 
committeo should be created. 

Mr. Fr;ink, of Missouri, also strongly 
endorsed •.!i<- majoritv resolution. 

Mr. Spnii>;L'r, of iflinois. denied that 
there had been any compa( t between 
renresentatix e.- of competing cities. 

Mr. 'reary. of Ki'titiK ky, argued 
in fa\or • f the foreign affairs ( oniinittee 
retainiiiL.": coiitiol of the subjeci, 

Mr. H.Kiki r. of Missjssj npi, tliniiglit a 
standii'.e idiiiiiiittee woiilii be luor ■ im- 
partial in tlie Lreatinent of the siibjeci. 

Mr. I'ayiie. of New ^'ork, advcn ated a 
PI>ec al coinniitte in order that the lair 
might be an honor to the country. 

Mr. i'lower, of New York, also fa-; 
vored the appK>intment of a select com- 
mittee. 

Jklr. Hopkins, of Illinois, opposed the 
select committee. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, said all 
ids state wanted was a fair, 8({uare deal, 
and no trickery, and that precedent re- 
quired the reference of mi matter to a 
special ci niniittee. 

Mr. Ma-'iii. of Ulinois. favnr d tin- le- 
telllioii of the fjur bill by llu' co nniitt -i- 
on fori igii alfairs. He sau- i.iitliiii'.i in 
tie s|.e> i:il committee pri ipn^iii' in imt a 
dei'O. to get the frii'iuU of ('hie.i.;o into

Mr. Ix>d_e. of Mass;ichusett-, thought 
the adoption of the majority resolution 
would be a retit ction on the foreign af- 
fairs committee, it woiUd be a declara- 
tion that this committee could not be 
trusted to bring in an honest report. 

Mr. Crispi criticised Mr. Cannon's 
proposititm tliat the house vote on locat- 
ing the fair east or weatof the Allegheny 
mountains, as unfair to Waghington and 
New York. 

Mr. Cannon said the great contest for 
the location of the fahr was between the 
Atlantic coast and the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, and it could be simplified by 
first dei iding whether the fair should lie 
held east or west of the .Mleghenies. 
When coni^ioss met everybody recog- 
nized that there was scant time to pre- 
jiari' t"ir tlu- tan aiid evervbody said, let 
till re be a select committee, but for 
s< >me reason the speoial committee never 

came. 

Mr. (^annon then uKMlitied his resolu- 
tion by striking out the clause reiiuiring 
the Mile to be taken on liK'ating the fair 
e isi or west of the Alleghanies. A vote 
was taken on Mr, Cannon's substitute as 
inodilied. and it was defeated, yeas 14U, 
navs 1 r,\ 

Mr. Springer, rising to a question of 
priviletre, said that he had kept a dose 
tally of the vote, and his tain' did not 
agree with the official tally. He asked 

for a recount. A recount reversed the 
former result, and the substitute was 
•(nnged to— yaog 187, nayg 184. 

Then mtich confusion ensued as to the [ 
next ste|i to III takrii ill parliamentiary 

firoceediiig. Ma iy luembers cont"iided 
hat the ne.\t \ lite should le taken on I 
the ^leKilile\ resolution, as atiiclided by 
the sub.st'tiilion ot the Caim >n lesolii- 
lion. but ilie speaker held otherw ise, and [ 
staii-d that the iie.vt vote >\ as upon sub- ' 
Ktitiiting the majority resolution, as 
amended, lor the original lesolut ion re- 
ferred to I he committee on rules. The

During tbe years when tbe tax on rsw 
wool was highest tbe wool clip of the 
United States decreased from 180,000,000 
pounds to 110,000,000. 

"Tbe reason for this decrease was that 
the tariff on wool was injurious to tbe 
woollen nianiifactiirers. Manufacturers 
must have (grades of wool which can not 
be prodaced in this country, bnt whicb, 
mixed with American wools, are essential 
to tbe product ion of certain kinds of cloth. 
When the foreign wools are prohibited by 
the tariff there is no demand for the 
American wools, and tbe consequence is 
that the formers are foroed ont of the 
boallMMOl breeding sheep. 

** Withfree wool we should have more 
aheep, more woollen manufacturers and 
eheaper goods, for free woo! would be 
followed by reduced cost of production, 
•ad that would lead inevitably to radveed 
duties on woollens. 

" Free wool is directly in tbe interest 
of the people, for it means cheaper eloth« 
iag for ererybody."

Brick Streets.
